morning of the 26th May. The heat has beet 
something anbosrablo for the last month or mors 
aud ss for rain, every one has forgotten. what it ia 
ike. Beyond chance drops (even they ara very fow 
‘and far between) thora has been no rain of con, 
sequexce for nearly six months, avery thing being 


parched and dried. Butin the open, bayoril the 
limits of a torn, the earth {5 soon crneked in: many 
places. Tho result of being in this state it has 
been impoasibla to sow any crops. so that it is 
feared thore will bo little to shéw Inter on in the 
way of nataral produets:, This long continued 
drought no doutt: gavo rise to the enormous firs 
which on the afternoon of the Lith instant dos- 
troyed half Maluie-and a grest part of ths 
Ermita.’
